HE diseases of poultry are many and 
I various, and the early detection of 
ailing birds will be readily admitted by 
experts to be an esseutial condition to suc- 
cessful poultry keeping. 
Good management plays an important part 
in keeping birds in a sound state of health 
and in building up a high power of resistance 
“uvainst attacks of disease, and, in this connec- 
tion, purchasers of stock are reminded of the 
danger of bringing new birds into their 
poultry pens without putting in quarantine 
first. Stock of all ages brought in from other 
farms or returned from shows or trials should 
be placed in isolation coops for at least 21

PRACTICAL HINTS 


HE poultry-keener's test asset, said 
I Miss.

Too much care could not be exercised in 
the selection of eggs for incubation. Each 
egg must be carefully examined, and no mis- 
shapen egg, or one with a thin or rough shell, 
should be set. 
“His astonishing how few poultry-breeders 
keep an incubator chart,’’ said Miss Hennerty. 
“It a chart is kept and the temperature 
marked on it twice daily, any variations are 
shown, and the cause of many a poor hatch 
or too many dead-in-shell will be evident.”’ 
Too many poultry producers were ap- 
parently ep ving greater attention to the 
number of eggs produced than to the bird 
that produced them.

Feeding of Milk 


While on the subject of scour in young 
calves, mention might be made of the type of 
scour which is directly due to the injudicious 
feeding of milk. Under natural conditions, 
the calf takes a dozen or more feeds of milk 
daily from its mother, while, when pail-fed, 
it is required to“consume the entire daily 
milk requirements in two feeds. When ex- 
cessive A gpa are given at each meal, the 
abnormal curding of the milk in the stomach 
so irritates that organ as to reflexly give 
rise to scour, with its accompanying charac- 
teristic symptoms. The dilution of the milk 
with water is a preventive of this disorder. 


To Get Best Results 


When any particular organ of the body is 
out of order, the condition is reflected in the 
entire body. For optimum health each 
organ, without .exception, must be properly 
and smoothly functioning, This applies to 
the stomach and intestine as much as to any 
other organ of the body, and hence the im- 
portance of balancing rations, so as to pro- 
duce a mixture which may most easily 
dealt with in the food tube and which will 
maintain a natural healthy condition therein.

The slips in Mr. D. C. Somervell’s new 
book, “‘The Reign of King George the 
Fifth,’’ concerning Ireland are few. He 
attributes to Sir Roger Casement the call 
for three cheers for the Ulster Volunteers 
which generally is credited to Dr. Eoin 


MacNeill, first Chairman of the Irish 
Volunteers. He describes P. H. Pearse 
as Pearce, and uses the spelling Dail 


Eirann (sic). Sometimes he gives Ddil 
its accent, sometimes not; but he always 
denies the accent to Sinn Féin. For the 
rest, few critics will find errors; and 
seldom, surely, has an English author 
come off so well in writing about modern 
Ireland. Englishmen are not to blame 
for inaccuracies in the spelling of Irish, 
and especially of Gaelic, names; for our 
own authors are shockingly inconsistent. 
How should the Sasanach be right about 
us when we-cannot agree among ourselves ? 


Wanted: A Reference Book 


This question rose in my mind when I 
recalled that nobody has decided how the 
name of Sinn Féin came to be adopted 
by Mr. Arthur Griffith’s party. Only a 
month or so ago ' George A. Birmingham ”’ 
told the readers of his autobiography that 
“the name of Sinn Fein was a fortunate 
discovery. The words came from the chorus 
of an Irish song written by Dr. Hyde.” 
This is certainly incorrect, although I 
believe that Dr. Hyde did embody the 
expression in a chorus. A newspaper 
correspondence a few years ago showed 
that several claims are extant for the 
honour of having proposed the famous 
title; but that none has been proven to 
be valid. What is the outsider to do? 
Can he be blamed if he takes the state- 
ment of so eminent an Irish writer as 
‘“George A. Birmingham ” to be authori- 
tative’? It is time, surely, for the history 
of these eventful years in Ireland to be 
written accurately, and verified even in 
details of spelling. I would like to see an 
Irish table book, giving the writer a 
standard in the spelling of names.

Streamlined 


I suppose I am not the only person who 
finds it a little difficult to keep abreast of 
modern fashions in design. For instance, 
the other day in Grafton street, the self- 
starting apparatus of a motor car sud- 
denly made that plaintive sound which 
suggests that too much is expected of it. 
Looking at the car from a distance, it 
occurred to me that if the starter had 
done its work I could not have told in 
which direction the vehicle was likely to 
move. Back and front were almost the 
same, in other words, the car was 
' streamlined '' for the purpose of cutting 
through wind pressure and = attaining 
greater speed. The principle, which 
probably -originated, in naval design, is 
exceedingly important in aviation to-day, 
and is also being gradually adopted in the 
construction of fast motor cars. It is 
interesting to note that the late Tod Sloan 
was the first to see its application to race- 
horses. The well-known sporting print of 
the “ Flying Dutchman,” for instance,

that by riding with loose stirrups and

The method 
is frequently used nowadays merely for 
ornament when it serves no useful pur- 
pose, for instance, in women’s hats and 
dresses, and even in modern rigs © 
Its application to motor vehicles may be 
justified by the fact that nothing is more 
ugly than the ordinary taxi-cab, but even 
this can be overdone, since some modern 
‘€ streamlined ” cars look as if the occu- 
pants would have great difficulty in getting 
out of them in an emergency. 


The Antithesis of Speed 


A friend of mine who is greatly interested 
in motoring and aviation records was re- 
capitulating the other evening the speeds 
attained by some of his heroes on the track 
and in the air, when it occurred to me to 
inquire whether any records had been 
established for the slowest performances 
in either of these media. He told me that 
some of the many-cylindered modern cars 
can crawl at a snail’s pace, even in top 
gear, through traffic when required, but, 
so far as aeroplanes were concerned, he 
was unable to quote a landing speed of less 
than forty miles an hour. Even the latest 
stabilising invention—the auto-gyro— 
requires a considerable speed in order to 
effect a safe descent. Although quite 
ignorant of the technical problems involved 
in the question of descending aeroplanes, 
it seems to me that much more attention 
is being given to the attainment of high 
speed than to its opposite. It is also 
significant that there is no word in the 
language to express slow movement as 
effectively as the word ‘‘ speed ' connotes 
fast travelling. Economically, of course, 
the old proverbs, “ Life is short’’ and 
“ Time is money,” hold good ; but when a 
“crash ” occurs, which may mean the 
destruction of both life and money, these 
is something to be said for the other side 
of the question. The vast majority of 
people are still afraid of aeroplanes, in 
spite of reassuring statistics, and the 
heavier-than-air machine will be fully 
appreciated by the public, not when it is 
flown at five hundred miles per hour but 
when it becomes possible to hover and 
descend at a walking pace. 


A Bell's Last Note 


Reading recently a description of the 
rebuilding of St. Fin Barre’s Cathedral, 
Cork, some sixty odd years ago, Í came 
across an account of a remarkable occur- 
rence to one of the bells. On the removal 
of the tower the beautiful peal of bells, 
which had been erected by Abel Rudall, 
of Gloucester, in 1751, was for safety 
removed to the vaults of the local Custom 
House, with the exception of the first bell, 
which was the smallest, weighing less than 
a hundredweight, the largest being over 
two tons. The smallest of the peal was 
temporarily set-up behind the adjoining 
schoolhouse, where it was rung each Sun- 
day during Service until the completion 
of the Cathedral belfry, when everything 
was prepared for entire set of eight bells 
to be restored. On the last Sunday when 
the small bell was tolled for the last time 
before being replaced, and just as the 
ringer gave it the last stroke, the clapper 
fell te the ground. The inscription on it 
is, ‘‘ Peace and good neighbourhood, 1751.

"“ SOMETHING BIG” TO BE 
ATTEMPTED

Reports from the United States say that 
the Bellanca long distance racing monoplane, 
“Irish Swoop,” which is owned by the Hos- 
pitals’ Trust, Ltd., is nearly ready for service 
again. The machine was sent back to New 
York for modifications at the maker’s works 
after its failure to lower the record for a 
flight from England to Australia last year. 

t will be recalled that the “ Irish Swoop ”’ 
was entered for the Macrobertson England- 
Australia air race last year, with Colonel 
J. C. Fitzmaurice and Mr. Eric Watt Bonar 
as pilots. On the eve of the race it was found 
that, carrying a full load of petrol, the air- 
craft would not comply with the regulations. 
The Hospitals’ Trust, therefore, decided to 
withdraw the machine. 

Subsequently it started on an independent 
attempt to beat the record for a flight to 
Melbourne set up in the race by C. W. A. 
Scott and Campbell Black flying a D. H. 
Comet. After toise Belgium, however, 
the pilots found that all was not well with 
the machine, and decided to return to 
England. Mr. Bonar afterwards sailed with 
the machine to New York to supervise the 
modifications at the Bellanca works. 

What new flight has been planned 
for the machine has been kept a secret, but 
there have been rumours regarding an 
Atlantic crossing to Ireland. Officials at. the 
Bellanca works will make no statement except 
that they expect the “Irish Swoop”’ to 
““ achieve something big.”

In its simplest form, a ground rent arises as

The purchaser, in 
this case, is in virtually the same position 
as that of a man who, wishing to buy an 
eleven hundred pounds house, and having 
only £900 vor Ag agrees with the vendor 
to let £200 of the purchase price remain 
out on mortgage at 5 per cent, 
It is suggested by the people responsible 
for the present agitation that the lease- 
holder should have his ground rent abolished 
—that for £900 he should be left in posses- 
sion of property worth £1,100. 
Another argument recently put forward is 
that the freehold landlord’s title is rooted in 
confiscation, and that legislation ought to be’ 
passed to enable the leaseholder to acquire 
the landlord’s interest on favourable terms. 
Whatever the origin of the title may have 
been in past centuries, in recent ones the 
bulk of such property has changed hands 
many times, and in the last few years many 
hundreds of thousands of pounds have been 
invested by the public in the purchase of 
ground rents in the Dublin area. 
The right of private ownership of property 
and the sanctity of contracts are challenged 
by the leaseholders’ associations. It is re- 
ported that only some twenty-four people at- 
tended the recent meeting in Dublin, but the 
prominence given to the views expressed at 
this and other meetings does nothing to 
increase the confidence of the public in the 
stability of credit in the Free State.—

This generalisation, 
because of being a partial or half truth, is 
all the more misleading. Were it wholly true 
it would be a sound reason for not attempt- 
ing any form of farming organisation while 
the existing distribution of land continues. 
The légical conclusion from such a statement 
is that there is no hope of uniting Irish 
farmers within one fold until Mr. de Valera 
has succeeded in his declared desire of estab- 
lishing a purely peasant population in this 
country. That the agricultural policy at

GROWING POPULARITY 
OF "BUS 


From other points of view the growing 
popularity of the omnibus is demonstrated by 


proved comfort there would almost certainly 
be a rapid increase in the transfer of public 
allegiance from tram to ‘bus. 

But, of outstanding importance when the 
ultimate disappearance of the tramcar is 
related to general traffic easements, the case 
for the mobile rubber-tyred single-decker and 
two-decker ‘bus in central areas would seem 
to be overwhelming.

JUDGE'S REMARKS IN 
DONEGAL CASE

From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LETTERKENNY, Thursday. 
T HE trial of a prisoner by a newspaper 


or review, or by the Garda Siochana 

would be unjust and tyrannical, and 
could not be tolerated, said Judge Moonan 
at Donegal Uriminal Sessions to-day, in deal- 
ing with the publication in the Gerda Keview, 
the official organ of the Garda Siochana, of 
an article headed: '' Well Done.” 

The article referred to the investigations 
and activities of guards and detectives in 
a case against two boys, John and Alexander 
Hettrick, of Casheinagor, County Donegal, 
who were being tried on charges of the 
~—— obstruction of the Derry and Lough 
Swi 7 FRaiiway at Cashelnagor. : 

Before the hearing of the case opened to- 
day, Mr. F. O'Connor, accused boys’ counsel, 
made reference to the article in the Review, 
which he described as gross contempt of 
court. ' 

Judge Moonan made a conditional order 
against the printers (Messrs. Alex. Thom and 
Company, Dublin) to show cause why they 
should not be committed for contempt of 
court. It was intimated that the Review 
editor, Mr. P. A. Sheehan, was now in court. 

Mr. D. C.. McGinley, barrister-at-law, sai“ 
that he appeared on behalf of the editor of 
the Garda Review. 

Mr. McGinley said that the publication of 
the article in the form in which it appeared 
was an entiely inadvertent matter, and 
without malice. 


COURSE OF JUSTICE 


The editor acted without a full apprecia- 
tion of the way in which it might interfere 
with the course of justice. No names were 
given, and, owing to the fact that Dublin 
was 150 miles away, the editor possibly did 
not appreciate that in that area the persons 
were easily identified. He might also have 
been led to this inadvertence by the fact 
that the circulation of the Review was a 
very circumscribed one, 
members of the Garda, a limited number of 
subscribers and advertisers. Mr. Sheehan 
was exceedingly sorry for the publication 
complained of 

Judge Moonan—The serious thing is that 
the article reflects a conception of an attitude 
towards an accused person which would be 
very wrong on the part of the Guards; it 
would be disastrous to the public conscience. 

Mr. McGinley—That was the last thing 
that was intended. i 

Mr. Sheehan went into the witness-box, 
and told the Judge that he was not a member 
of the Garda. He was completely responsible 
for the production of the Garda Review. 
The matter came to him in the ordinary 
course, and, as no names were mentioned, 
he did not think that there was anything 
in it that could be construed as contempt 
of court. The general tenor of the article 
was meant as a record of the work of the 
Gardai, without any intention of perverting 
the course of justice. The editing of the 
Review created a special responsibility, as 
it was essentially the organ of the Gardai, 
the Commissioner or any member of which 
would be the last to attempt to interfere with 
the course of justice. 

Witness added: ‘‘I tender my sincere 
apology, without reserve, to the Court. The 
publication was not on general sale, and was 
distributed completely from headquarters.’’ 


JUDGE’S QUESTIONS 


The Judge—Did you realise how clearly 
in this area how that article might identify 
these parties ? 

Witness—I did not, because if I had the 
paragraph would certainly not have appeared, 

Did you not know that everyone in thie 
county knew who were the people who had 
been arrested, and that you ‘called them 
culprits ?—It was a definite slip on my part. 

You realise that an investigation into a 
crime could not be called a success until 
the criminals had actually been found guilty 
by a competent jury’—I appreciate that 
fully, 

1 expect you will publish a repudiation on 
behalf of yourself, the journal, and the 
Garda ?—Yes 

Judge Meonan said that the Review ap- 
peared ic be issued by the publishers for 
the Garda Siochana. That did not seem to 
be very definite. There must he some entity 
in the body. 

The witness said that it was run by a 
committee at headquarters established by the 
Commissioner. . 

Mr. F, O'Connor (defending counsel) — 
You have some experience of the law your- 
self—-you have passed your Bar final examina. 
tion 7— Yes, 

e You read the article before publishing it ?~ 
es. 

You knew at that time that the matter 
had passed the preliminary investigation by 
the District Justice ?—I did not know any- 
thing except what came to me in the para. 
graph. 

Can you tell me the source of your infor- 


dent. 


RECOGNISED PRINCIPLE 


The Judge—It is a recognised principle 
that the editor of the paper will not give 
away the source of his correspondent. 

Mr. O'Connor— This shows clearly the point 
to which | take exception—namely, the atti- 
tude of the Guards. It is a shocking state 
of affairs. 

The Judge— You realise now, on a closer 
reading of this paragraph, that it reflects an 
attitude of mind that the mere arrest of an 
accused person is a sign of guilt ?-~I appre- 
ciate that the wording is so loose that it can 
be construed in that way. 

On behalf of the Meview, and the commit- 
tee under whom you act, do you totally re- 
pudiate any suggestion of that nature ?—I 
do. I can appreciate it fully, and give an 
absolute assurance that it was not intended. 

Mr. Sheehan went on to say that the sec- 
tion in which the article appeared was the 
divisional notes section. It was a section for 
the Guards, and he did not think that any 
ordinary person, into whose hands it might 
fall, would bother to read that section. 

The Judge—The passage begins—‘‘ There 
were grave suspicions,’’ and “ grave difficul- 
ties," and winds up—‘‘ The arrest of the 
culprits was welcomed by all.” The sugges- 
tion is that those responsible had been ac 
tually identified’—That is a construction 
that can be placed in the wording, and I can 
assure you that that was not meant at all. 
It is just an unfortunate, loosely-worded para- 
graph. 


WRONG IDEA 


The Judge said that whoever wrote this un- 
fortunate paragraph had a very wrong idea of 
what was the effect of the arrest of any ac 
cused person, or what constituted success in 
investigation into a crime. He was happy 
to be able to think that he did not represent 
the attitude generally of the Garda Siochana 
in such a case. The mere arrest of an 
accused person did not constitute a culprit, 
and, above all, no member of the Garda Sioch. 
ana should regard him as a culprit. He was 
not a culprit until he was found guilty of 
a crime by a jury of his fellow-countrymen. 

Similarly, an investigation inte a crime by 
detective officers, no matter how efficiently 
and laboriously carried out, was not crowned 
with any success by the mere arrest of an 
individual or individuals. An investigation 
into crime was only successful when the 
criminal had been found guilty by the due 
impartial process of the law. Until then 
his guilt was not to be presumed by anyone. 
is paragraph was calculated to mislead 


| people into thinking that these accused 


persons were; in fact, what is called “ cul- 
prita,” and, therefore, might possibly bias 
the public mind with regard to them, 

It would be a serious thing if the public 
imagined that any important section of the 
Garda Siochana had any wiong view. They 
could not tolerate the triai of a person either 
by a newspaper or review, or by the Garda 
Slocbena. It would be unjust and tyrannical.

When he returned to England he and his 
brother Fred wrote to Ross several times, 
and Ross used to send him money and 
presents.

If you had had a free choice when your 
brother came over you may have preferred 
to stay there?—You must understand | 
looked upon Ross as a father for four and a 
half years, and I was asked to go with a 
stranger—a brother I did not recognise.

SOLICITOR’S SUBMISSION

From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT, 
LISTOWEL, Taursday. 
A T the meeting of the Listowel Urban 


District Council, the Chairman, Mr. 

Jeremiah Buckley, announced that the 
Council had, in committee, investigated the 
Register of Mortgages and had found that 
the capital indebtedness of the town, if the 
transactions of their predecessors had been 
legal, were as follows: At 3lst March, 1929, 
£2,357 Ys. Sd.; at ólst March, 1934, 
£46,720 4s. 5d.; but as the sum of £7,000 
had not been advanced on foot of the 
mortgage of £34,000 for housing, the latter 
figure may be reduced for the purpose of 
comparison to; at ólst March, 1934, 
£39,720 4s. 5d. 

These figures had been certified by the 
Clerk to be correct, and they are identical 
with those submitted by the Citzens’ Defence 
Committee, which, as they had seen in the 
Press, were challenged as incorrect, 

A letter was received from the Department 
of Local Government as follows :— 


DEPARTMENT'S LETTER 

“With reference to your letters of the 5th 
and 21st instant, relative to the proceedings 
of the Listowel Urban District Council at 
their meetings on the 4th and 21st idem, in 
relation to sums borrowed by the previous 
Urban Council, and the refusal of the present 
Urban Council to make provision for the 
repayment of such loans, go directed by 
the Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health to state that the position of the 
Department in regard to the water scheme 
and the other matters raised by the Council 
have been set out exactly and unreservedly 
in previons correspondence. In view of the 
attitude adopted by the Council, no further 
correspondence on the matter can usefully 
take place. The Council are acting improperly 
in declaring their intention not to make pro- 
vision for loans raised for housing, water 
supply and sewerage.”’

LIABILITY REPUDIATED 


The Chairman said that it was the response 
to his resolutions of the 4th and 21st January 
repudiating all liability for the acts and 
borrowings of their predecessors, on the 
grounds that their election in June, 1928, had 
been, illegal, and that no valid Council had 
been in existence in the town until the 
election which was held on 26th June last. 
He thought that it was a very weak reply to 
a very strong action.

A Plea for Peace

Free State Justice 


The British judicial system is a product 
of centuries, during which it has acquired 
form, and has changed form, accordingly 
as experience and convenience demanded. 
When the Free State came into being she 
inherited the British system. In some 
respects it was unsuitable to the needs of 
a small country; and partly for the sake 
of convenience, partly because certain 
features of it appeared “ undemocratic ”’ 
and out of harmony with the spirit of the 
times, the Saorstdt’s new rulers made con- 
siderable changes in the judicial struc- 
ture. Some of their changes have been to 
the good; time has proved others less 
desirable. In the last twelve years there 
have been several efforts to amend the 
Free State’s judicial system by a patch- 
work process, but it remains very far from 
satisfactory, and the new Courts of Justice 
Bill, whose text was published this week, 
is designed to restore it to order. One of 
the clauses represents a frank reversion to 
the scheme of things that existed before 
the Treaty. It establishes High Court 
Circuits, which are very similar in essen- 
tials to the British system of 
Courts. Hitherto appeals from judgments 
of the Circuit Courts have been heard by 
the High Court in Dublin—a practice 
which caused no little delay and expense. 
Henceforward, if the new bill becomes law, 
judges of the High Court will visit the 
principal towns of the Free State twice a 
year for the hearing of such appeals, and 
further appeals from their judgment in 
civil cases may be heard by the High 
Court, sitting in Dublin. Every court, 
and every type of justice, are affected in 
one degree or another by the bill. The 
Supreme Court, which consists to-day of 
three judges, will

One of their most interesting inquiries, as 
we reported yesterday, deals with the 
racial types to be found in Ireland, and 
Dr. C. W. Du Pértuis, who is carrying out 
this part of the survey, may bring some 
unexpected facts to light before his work 
is completed. Popular imagination divides 
esi into “ Gaels” and non- 
Gaels,” with some allowance for a mixture 
of Spanish blood in the west, attributed 
to the Spanish Armada boats. So far, Dr. 
Du Pertuis has been unable to find any 
trace of the Spanish type either in the 
Galway or Clare districts, and it seems 
that the tradition as to its presence is not 
supported by fact. On the other hand, he 
has found that there is not one ' Gaelic 
stock, but many. As the result of a pre- 
liminary tour of Ireland he has already 
classified the different Irish types under 
no fewer than eleven headings: “ Nordic,’’ 
“John Bull” “Sligo,” ‘‘ Galway,” 
“Leitrim,” ‘‘ Midland,’’ “ Redhead,”’ 
FF Aran,’’ ‘‘ Mayo, ‘* Kerry,” and 
‘‘ South-East.’’ In addition he has dis- 
covered a racial type in Galway with the 
curious combination of dark hair and blue 
eyes, which, he says, may represent the 
remnants of the Celtic people. Ireland, 
having been more isolated than other 
European countries, presents fewer racial 
mixtures, and consequently the early 
types have been preserved in the living 
people of to-day. Dr. Du Pertuis, indeed, 
has chosen Ireland for his researches, 
partly on account of the comparative 
racial purity of its inhabitants, but to the 
average person it will be a matter for 
surprise that so many different types have 
been found to exist even in so isolated a 
country.

|B gyberernd uouseholders are threatened 
with a stoppage of coal supplies 
during the coming fortnight. 

Dublin coal merchants yesterday re- 
ceived official intimation from the [Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
with whom they have been neyotiating for 
some ‘ime on demands made by the union. 
that the proposals put up by the mer- 
chant» have been completely turned down 
In respect of demands which the union 
made on the merchants. the latter had 
offered an increase of one-sixth on the 
wages at present paid to carters in the 
industry, or an approximate increase of 
163 per cent. on the existing rates, based 
on piece work 

The union demands for carters a fixed 
weekly wage. Under the agreement 
between the merchants and the union a 
week’& notice is expected to be given before 
any action is taken, but owing to the fact 
that any increase in wages would result 
in an increase in the price of coal, mer 
chants are not, it is said, in a position 
to make a further advance. 

If the threatened dislocation of labour 
takes place, over 2.000 men, embracing 
carters, bagmen and fillers will be in- 
volved, 

At present about 20,000 tons of coal 
are landed in Dublin weekly. 

The merchants concerned represent some 
seventeen firms. 

The union’s demands were served on the 
merchants about 15 days ago, and the 
merchants had replied making the offer 
mentioned.

Although there was a reduction of 251 in 
thé number of cattle at the Dublin market 
yesterday, the total of 5,044 proved too much 
for the demand. Free State Government 
buyers were engaged in purchasing about 
200 cattle for Germany under the new trade 
agreement, and selected some of the primest 
bullocks and heifers, for which they paid the 
minimum price of 22s, per cwt., live-weight. 
Fat cows were bought in this connection at 
a substantially lower price. 

The ordinary export demand by regular 
buyers was worse than last week, due not 
only to the depression in cross-Channel 
markets, and in very few cases was the 
minimum price realised. So far the cattle. 
coal pact with Britain has not materially 
affected the lrish cattle trade. | 

Home butchers still appear to be getting 
the bulk of their beef supplies elsewhere. The 
demand again was extremely poor, and where 
sales were effected, they could only be made 
at 18s. to 20s. per cwt., live-weight. On the 
other hand, there were many good conditioned 
cattle penned for which there was not a 
single offer. Some of these had been shown 
for the third week in succession without 
result. 

In the sheep market well-fleshed hoggets 
sold quickly, but there was a poor demand 
for ewes, and light hoggets were neglected,

“HE Aliens Bill, which was introduced 
by President de Valera in the Dail on 
14th November last, was issued yesterday. 
[It is in some ways complementary to the 
Nationality arid Citizenship Bill. 

It defines an “ alien ” as “ a person who 
is not a citizen of Saorstat Éireann. 

This would appear to make persons in 
Northern Ireland or in Great Britain 
aliens, but for the fact that in another 
Section the Executive Council is given 
power by order to ' exempt from any pro- 
vision, or provisions, of the Act, or any 
Aliens Order, the citizens of any country 
in which citizens of Saorstat Eireann are 
exempted from the application of any 


corresponding enactment or regulation in | 


force in such country.” 


PROPERTY RIGHTS 


An alien will have the same right in 


regard to inheritance and disposal of 
property as a citizen of the Saorstat, but 
he will not be qualified for municipal or 
parliamentary 
registered in the Saorstat. 

An alien will be amenable to and triable 
under Saorstat law in the same manner 
as a citizen. 

The Minister for Justice may by order 
prohibit aliens from landing or entering 
the Free State; may impose restrictions 
as to landing or entering at particular 
places; may prohibit aliens from leaving 
the Free State or embarking on ships or 
aircraft in the Free State; may limit his 
leaving to particular places; may direct 
the deportation and exclusion of such 
aliens ; may require them to reside in par- 
ticular districts, and prohibit them from 
residing in particular districts; may 
compel them to comply with conditions as 
to registration, change of abode, travel- 
ling, employment and occupation, 

Aliens Orders shall not apply to heads 
of diplomatic missions, Consular officials 
or their families. 


CHANGE OF NAME 


Punishments are prescribed for contra 
vention of any Aliens Order. 

One Section imposes restrictions on the 
change of names by aliens, except 
authorised by licence. Restrictions are 
also imposed on aliens carrying on busi. 
ness either alone or in partnership, unless 
authorised by licence. 

Licences may be procured from the 
Minister, and for these fees, to be 
arranged by the Minister in agreement 
with the Minister for Finance, will be 
charged. 

The following enactments are repealed 
under the bill: The Aliens Restriction 
Act, 1914 (in full), and the Aliens Restric- 
tion (Amendment) Act, 1919 (in so far as

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
remarks:—The many political interests 
concerned in the Wavertree by-election 
are all searching the result to find reasons 
for comfort or for jubilation.

Mr. Sean O hUadhaigh, proposing the toast

Speaking. as,a layman he was immensely 
interested in that mutual principle which 1s 
enshrined iu the constitution of the two 
associations. It seemed to him that insurance 
in its essence was a pooling of all the risks 
and the Pesources of the parties concerned 
on the good old principle of “all for each 
anil each for all.” It would appear that the 
kevstone, the crown of the arch, had been 
reached. when, as in the case of those two 
associations, insurance with no profits was 
contemplated. He sincerely hoped that the 
day would come when every employer, big or 
small. would be insured against the risk of 
having to pay workmen's compensation. 
When that time had come—as come 1 must— 
he had a strong feeling that the Irish Em- 
ployers’ Mutual Association, Ltd,, would be 
there and ready to. receive the contributions 
of the public and to discharge its obligations 
to its members. 


THREE YEARS’ WORK 


Mr. T. J. Malone, managing director, in 
responding, said that the Associauion was 
purely a mutual office. It had no share- 


holders, and all the profits which it made 
returned either to the policy-holders by way 
of rebate on their premiums or otherwise, 
or, as any prudent company such as theirs 
would do, w ere placed to reserve. The name 
of ‘‘mutual office’’ was self-explanatory. 
While some people had been rather inclined 
io throw cold water on the scheme and to 
he rather dubious as to its success, neither 
his friend, Mr. O hUadhaigh nor Mr. Proud, 
his partner, were ever dubious. 

They started the Association in 1931 with- 
out the promise of business, and to-day, 
afterwards, at the 


three vears opening of 
their new premises, they had a premium 
income of five figures, while in bonuses to 


their members they had paid practically £800. 
In claims they had paid a sum running into 

One advantage of a mutual office 
was that not only was it a help to the em- 
ployer, but it was also a help to the em- 
ployé, because the Association was able to 
show its members, in whom, naturally, they 
took a very deep interest, the ways and 
means which could be taken to eliminate 
accidents by supplying these members with 
first aid appliances and various means and 
ways of reducing to the minimum the dangers 
in connection with machinery. At. the same 
time it kept before the employés of its 
members ways and means and issued all the 
necessary first aid appliances, along with in- 
structions, from time to time. Those things 
Association, in common with other 
mutual offices, was empowered to do. The 
result was that by these means the claims 
were able to be kept at a very low cost, and 
the employer reaped the benefit of the 
bonus which was paid to him. Con- 
sequently his overhead charges in connection 
with imsurance were reduced to a minimum.

‘‘ Therefore, "we are to-day standing four 
square ‘protecting peace against aggression, 
protecting the innocent: nation against, the 
aggressor taking steps to make war unthink- 
able and impossible, going to our people, 
especially the mothers of the nation, and 
saying: ' For the first time an effective step 
has been taken that may give you confidence 
that the children you are bringing up will not 
be called upon to battle, and will not be asked 
to sacrifice their lives in wars which could 
easily be avoided.’ “' 

The accusation that the Government was

OLLOWINC a meeting oí the Standing 
Committee of the Beet-Growers’ 
Association, Ltd., held in Buswell’s Hotel, 
Dublin; a conference took place between 
the representatives of the beet growers and 
the Irish Sugar Co., Ltd., on the question 
of beet prices for the 1935 crop. 
As a result of the conference the Irish 
Sugar Company increased their offer from 
36s. per ton factory weight, flat rate; to 
37s. 6d. per ton flat rate—t.e., irrespective 
of sugar content. 
On being asked if the Beet-Growers’ 
Association would accept this offer, Mr. 
J. M. Greene, chairman, said that at the 
council meeting, to be held early next 
week, the offer would be emphatically 
turned down. The flat rate he personally 
did not favour, and certainly the price 
offered could not be justified, nor was .any 
attempt made by the Irish Sugar Company 
to justify it. 
He refused to pass any further com- 
ment until after the council meeting next 
week, 
The following statement was issued by 


the Irish Sugar Company, Ltd., last 
night :— 
‘* Representatives of the board of 


directors of the company met representa- 
tives of the Beet-Growers’ Association this 
evening at 7 o'clock in connection with 
the price of beet to be paid in the year 
1935-36, and the company’s representa- 
tives, having considered all the claims put 
forward on behalf of the Beet-Growers’ 
Association, made a final offer to pay to 
beet growers who enter into contracts with 
the company to grow and deliver beet in 
the next three years 1935-36, 1936-37, 
1957-58. a flats price of 37s. 6d. per -ton, 
net factory weight for deliveries in each 
of these three years. The other terms of 
the contract, including the provision for 
the return of dried pulp to the extent of 
13 cwts. per ton of beet delivered, will be 
the same, with minor modifications, as 
the terms in the contract for 1934-35.”’

first examined the ladder there was only one 
nail hole in it. Now there are four.

Before Mr. Justice MacKinnon, in the 
King’s Bench Division, London, yesterday, 
there was a claim by the Crown for the loss 
of the services of two, aircraftmen in the 
R.A.F., who were injured in a motor accident, 

The amount claimed was £326, and the 
claim was put forward by the Attorney- 
General for ‘‘ our Sovereign the King, ina 
Latin ‘‘information’’ against Frederick 
William Valle-Jones. It was stated that a 
Latin “ information '” was preferred, being 
less oppressive than an English one. á 

Such an action, the Solicitor General (Sir 
Donald Somervell, K.C.) said, was like the 
old actions by masters to recover damages 
for loss of the service of their servants. ‘The 
cause of action dates from the time when 
servants and wives and daughters were re- 
garded in a different way from what they are 
to-day.’ 

Mr. Justice MacKinnon—One surviving 
aspect of it is the action for seduction. 

he Solicitor-General—It dates back to the 

time before our civilisation had been trans- 
formed from a basis of status to one of con- 
tract. 


ALREADY PAID £1,500 

Liability to the Crown was disputed by 
Mr. Valle-Jones, who has already paid £) ,500 
to one of the injured men. 

The Solicitor-General said the claim arose 
out of an accident in December, 1950, and it 
had to be taken that the accident was due to 
negligence for which Mr. Valle-Jones was 
responsible. The injured aircraftmen were 
Jesse Donaldson Hull and Noel William 
Verney. Hull had recovered judgment for 
damages against Mr. Valle-Jones. The 
damages in the Crown's claim were based on 
the men’s pay during incapacity, plus. the 
cost of medical attendance and hospital treat- 


ment. 

OLD PRINCIPLE 
Mr. J. Alan Bell, for Mr. Valle-Jones, 
submitted that the question wag what 


financial loss the Crown had suffered. Mr. 
Valle-Jones was not being cantankerous or 
academic. He had paid damages to Hull. 
He was entitled to say there was no right 
in the Crown to compel him to pay for the 
treatment they chose to give him in a hospi- 
tal they happened to have for the ordinary 
purposes of the Air Force. It was manifest 
that in a battleship, a platoon of infantry, or 
an Air Force squadren, the injury of one or 
two men produced a loss of service; but, in 
fact, no substitute or substitutes were found. 
The work was done by the others. 

Mr. Justice MacKinnon said it was not 
unreasonable for the Crown to make the 
claim, which was founded on an old common 
law principle, and teere would be judgment 
for the amount claimed, 

Judgment was accordingly entered for the 
Crown for £326 18s. 8d., with costs,

FARMERS' APPEAL TO 
BANKING COMMISSION

The Farmers Protection Association, 3 St. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin, at its meeting yes- 
rae me adopted a resolution, to be sent to the 
Banking Commission, urging that the ques- 
tion of “ froze. loans,’’ or cebts contracted 
by farmers to banks when the prices for 
land were high, should be scaled down to 
present market value. 

The Association, before incurring the ex- 
os oí preparing evidence and of getting 
armers to attend before the Commission, 
desired to know whether the Commission 
would consider evidence on the subject of 
these loans and make recommendations. 

Correspondence was read from the Minister 
for Finance stating that agricultural in- 
terests were sufficiently represented on the 
Commission. It was decided to inform him 
that, while agriculture was the paramount 
interest of the country, it seemed to receive 
only a representation of about two per cent. 
on the Commussion. It was again requested 
that a number of representatives associated 
with the main industry of the country should 
be added to the Commission if the Minister 
wished farmers to have confidence in its pro- 
ceedings. 


DE-RATING 

It was urged that the Government should 
be samseaed to settle the long-deferred 
question of full de-rating, as many occupiers 
of land had not received direct relief corre- 
sponding to the reduced annuities, and the 
Government were bound to give these occu- 
piers equivalent compensation. 

It was also pT to communicate with 
the Minister for Lands and with the Land 
Commission in reference to delay in dealing 
with cases excluded from land purchase 
under previous Acts, but now brought in 
under the Act of .933, and the decision in 
which has been deferred while the occupiers 
are obliged to pay the continuing excessive 
rents. 

An appeal was made for unity among 
farmers, as the interests of all are common.

BILL’S CRITICAL 
RECEPTION

CASE OF LABOUR AND 
DEPRESSED CLASSES

LIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
ep VEST MINSTBE, Thursday. 
ESUMING the debate on the motion for 
R the second reading of the Government 
of India Bill, Mr. D. Grenfell (Labour ) 
said that whether the bill provided, or did not 
rovide, for the better government of India, 
it could not be described as a measure for 
the self-government of India. It enabled 
Indians to take part in the government and 
administration of their country, but it did 
not confer upon them full rights in relation 
to national and local affairs. At present 
Indians were suspicious, and that susmcion 
could only be cleared away by 'a specie de- 
claration in the bill, that Dominion status 
was the object aimed at. There was no self- 
government if the transfer of authority was 
merely to the rich, ruling and landed classes. 
Education, finance, daleace, and all othe: 
matters should: be under the control of the 
Indian people. : 
Sir A. Bovd-Carpenter (Conservative) 
criticised the Government plan, and said that 
when he was asked what alternative there was 
his reply was that there was no alternative 
to death, but there was no reason why one 
should commit suicide. He quoted from Mr. 
Baldwin’s speech on December 12th, “ The 
Indian, whomsoever he may be, looks for 
advice rather to men of his own blood, his 
own religion and his own language, than to 
the best of our own race,” and remarked that 
never had he known a responsible statesman 
to say anything that was more untrue, The 
Orientals had always come to the British 
people for advice and counsel because they 
knew their confidence was respected and their 
position assured, 


AFTER DOMINION STATUS 
If Dominion ‘status was to be established 
and we were to clear out, was there nothing 
to be left to us who had borne the heat and 
burden of the day im the administration of 
India, in creating its wealth, giving it justice, 
and assuring its unity and security’? Were 
we to be now told that in a measure of time 
we were to fade out of the picture, and what 
was called the brightest jewel in the British 
Crown was to be hurled aside by politicians 
who had no knowledge of the East? India 
would become like Egypt, where the position 
of the fellaheen had become infinitely worse 
since we gave up our hold there. As for the 
safeguards, they would merely create an 
atmosphere of -distrust. i | 
Earl Winterton (Conservative), dealing 
with the “ grossly inaccurate "’ belief that 
the Indian ‘Princes had been cajoled or 
coerced into agreeing to federation, said that 
the evidence was all the other way. 
Mr. Winston Churchill, who had talked 
of some dark plot, was the victim of what 
was known to medical science as “ perseca- 
tion mania.’”’ The right honourable gentle- 
man thought there was not only a plot to 
overthrow the British Empire, but, what 
was worse, to involve him and his son in 
the ruin of it. He could only compare him 
to those persons who, during the war, saw 
in every stranger they met a German spy, 
and considered that every Cabinet Minister 
was in communication with the enemy. 

Sir lan. Macpherson (National Liberal) 
disagreed with the view that we were prr- 
suing. a ticy of scuttle or surrender in 
India. We had given a pledge to India, and 
were bound to honour it. 


LEGISLATIVE ASSEMRLY’S 
ACTION 


Sir Henry Page-Croft (Conservative) re- 
ferred to the telegram received to-day, an- 
nouncin that the Indian Legislative 
Assembly had carried an amendment decla 
ing the Federation Plan fundamentally bad 
and totally unacceptable. It mugt be said 
that it has come as a shock to the Secretary 
of State for India, and if the right honour- 
able gentleman felt that he ought to report 
progress in order to give time for thought, he 
did not think the House would put difficulties 
in his way. Continuing, he said that if he 
and his friends were reactionaries there .vas 
not a single leader on the Government front 
bench who was not equally reactionary three 
or four years ago, until they got entangle! 
in the spider web of Lossiemouth, or until 


the first Round Table Conference was 
jockeyed by Lord Reading. 
Sir Herbert Samuel—What does the 


honourable member mean by ‘“‘ jockeyed?”’ 

Sir Henry Page-Croft said that it meant 
that all the horses were run on to the rails 
Declaring that no Conservative candidate at 
the last general election indicated that he was 
going to engage in this great revolutionary 
proposal, he exclaimed: ‘‘If there be any 
such, I ask him, here and now. to rise in his 
place in order to ——’”’ 

Amid loud laughter from all parts of the 
House, Mr. A. H. Molson rose _ slowly 
from his place on the Conservative benches, 
and Sir Henry Page-Croft, turning towards 
him, said; ‘‘ The hon. gentleman rises in his 
place, and we can acquit him. He, at least, 
has issued no fraudulent election address.” 

Mr. Godfrey Nicholson (Conservative) said 
that, as the result of a recent visit to India, 
he was convinced thatthe rejection of this 
bill would be not only an act of folly, but a 
disaster. He had met many responsible 
neople in India, but had met with only one 
who seriously suggested that Parlhament 
should reject the bill. 

Sir William Davison (Conservative) said 
that there was not a section of Indian society 
which would have anything to do with this 
bill, Personally, he had a great deal of 
sympathy with the views expressed by ‘the 
Indian intelligentsia. When they were told 
by British politicians that they were to have 
democratic government, and then found that 
they were to have a scheme with many safe- 
guards, it was natural that they -hould be 
angry and say that it was all a sham, 

Sir Patrick Ford (Conservative) thought 
that undoubtedly there would be an oligarchy 
in India, and, he added, there were grave 
temptations for an oligarchy to exploit the 
great masses of the Indian people. 


LABOUR REPRESENTATION 

Mr. R. A. Butler (Under Secretary for 
India), replying to the debate, said that there 
was no desire to deprive the House of an 
opportunity for discussion on the question of 


franchise. Labour would be represented by 
the special constituencies, which had 
been largely increased by the pro- 
posals, and would also be repre- 
sented in the provisions of the general 


franchise. ‘There would be opportunities for 
the depressed classes under the constitution, 
owing to the larger representation which 
would be given them, 

With regard to the future of British trade, 
he reminded the House of the successful 
result of the policy of good-will that was 
started by the Ottawa Agreements, and -fol- 
lowed up by the recent supplementary Trade 
Agreement. The Trade Commissioner for 
India stated that there was no doubt that 
the Ottawa Trade Agreement had encouraged 
a new era and a closer trade relationship 
between the United Kingdom and India. 
There could be no question of the secession 
of India from the Empire as the result of the 
re-affirmation of any of the pledges, .

A letter from the Championship Committee 
of the Royal and Ancient Club of St. 
Andrews concerning the amateur status and 
certain players, was the subject of discussion 
at the annual meeting in London yesterday 
of the Joint Advisory Committee of the 
British Golf Unions. It was decided to lay 
the matter before the four national unions. 

The proceedings were private, but it is 
understood that the plavers concerned in- 
cluded three golfers eke are connected with 
the golf ball trade. After a meeting lasting 
nearly seven. hours the following statement 
was issued :— 

‘*The annual meeting of the Joint Advisory 
Committee of the British Golf Unions was 
held in London to-day, when Mr. J. A. 
Alexander (Wales) succeeded Mr. James 
Henderson (Ireland) as chairman. 

“ A letter was received from the Champion- 
ship Committee of the Royal and Ancient 
Golf Club of St. Andrews concerning the 
status of certain players. It was - decided 
that the contents of the letter should be com- 
municated to the four national unions. 

‘‘ A resolution of condolence was passed 
to the families of the late Mr. J. Spencer 
Newey (Birmingham) and the late Mr. W. B. 
Stoddart (Liverpool), two of the original 
members of the Committee 

“ Mr. J. Sutherland (Royal Dornoch) suc- 
ceeded Mv. James Hay (Aberdeen) as one of 
the Scottish representatives. 

““On the subject of the national handicaps 
and standard scratch score handicapping 
scheme it was reported that the Royal and 
Ancient Club would shortly be making an 
important announcement on the matter. 

‘* Provost Norman Boase, Sir Robert Greig, 
and Mr. Norman Hackett were again co- 
opted on to the Board of GreenKeeping Re- 


search. 


“ The international matches for 1935 were | 


confirmed to be held on the Royal Lytham 
St. Anne’s course on August 7, 3, 
and 9.’’ 

Mr. John Duncan (Wales), who issued the 
statement, declined to indicate what pro- 
cedure would be followed after the letter from 
St. Andrews had been laid before the unions 
“Tt is a matter which each union must 
decide,” he said, ‘‘ and there the matter must 
rest for the present. ' 

Earlier in the day an official of the Royal 
and Ancient Club confirmed the fact that 


the Championship Committee had communi- 
cated with the Soin Advisory Committee on 
the subject of the amateur status of certain 
players, but declined to make any public 
announcement on the matter. 

The present amateur definition, which came 
into force on January 1, 1934, includes the 
following clause:——‘‘ Those who, being em- 
ployed hy firms, companies, or individuals 
interested in the manufacture or sale of 
golfing goods, play in golf tcurnaments or 
competitions with the object of furthering 
their employers’ interests.’’

Belfast, may lead to a settlement of the dis-

“You are to ba congratulated on your ex- 


cellent organisation, ” said the Rev. Canon 


D. H. Hall, B.D., in the course of an address 
at the annual general meeting of the St. 
Barnabas’ Public Utility Society, Ltd., heid 
in. the Ardilaun Pavilion, Utility Gardens, 
West Yoad, Dublin, last night, Mr. J. J. 
Phelan presiding. 

Continuing, he said that the reason the 
200 odd other public utility societies in the 
country had not had such a good year was 
because they were not so fortunate in having 
such a good board of management, or so 
efficient an honorary secretary. He felt that 
the progress of housing by public utility 
schemes in the country was a very limited 
one. Most of them appeared to be taken in 
hand by amateurs, and the remainder, in- 
augurated by experts, had difficulty in find- 
ing men to carry on the good work. 

On the other hand, when he recently had 
travelled from Kerry to Donegal, he had 
called upon local authorities who had 
splendid schemes in hand, developing to an 
extent that was most interesting to hm. He 
would say, however, and “particularly about 
their Society, that when a public utility 
scheme was taken in hand and the initial 
difficulty of raising capital had been over- 
come, it always commanded the support of 
the district. 

It must be remembered that over £15,000 
of voluntary donations had been raised for 
their original thirty-six house schéme, which 
had been inaugurated at a very difficult time, 
when building costs were so high. 

It had come as a great shock that the 
Board of Works had refused to do anything 
further on the question of reducing their loan 
except by the fifty years’ process. It seeme: 
a pity that when they had the money in 
hand it was not possible to pay on the lines 
they desired. He added that their scheme 
was utterly dependent on the Government 
bodies. 

He was glad to hear the Corporation hoped 
to develop the whole district, and was sure 
that they were anxious to do everything to 
assist the Society, and would not do anything 
that would mitigate against their present 
scheme, 

The annual report and statement of 
accounts for the year ending 3lst December, 
1954, stated that the property was maintained 
in its usual good order during the year, and 
rents were paid with their former punc- 
tuality. 

In the Thirty-Six House Scheme the Board 
of Works was repaid a sum of £2,480, in ad- 
dition to the prescribed annual payment, 
while £1,480 Loan Stock was redeemed. The 
total lability on this scheme on 3lst Decem- 
ber, 1934, was £14,703 3s. 11d. 

in the 139 House Scheme it was considered 
desirable to repair.the playground, and this 
was now in excellent condition. The Board 
sought the co-operation of every tenant 
towards keeping the ground in order, and 
hoped that the facilities it afforded would be 
fully used by the tenants’ children.
